About the first of the present mouth 


Sheridan with between 6,000 and 10,000 
men, started on a raid up the valley, visit- 
ed Staunton unopposed, and crossed the 
Blue Ridge at. Roekfish Gap, opposed by 
Early and some .1,500 men. The opposi- 
tion was fruitless, however, our forces be- 
ing almost surrounded by overwhelming 
numbers and over 1,000 captured. The 
enemy then entered Charlottesville unop 
posed. The following letter gives an in- 
teresting sketch of the occupation of that 
pi a 


CHAELOTTESVILLB, March 9,1805. 


Opinion. 


The Yankee army, five thousand strong, 


entered this place on Friday, about two 
o'clock p. m., the 3d inst, unopposed. The 
Mayor and civil authorities of the corpora- 
tion met the enemy on a hill southwest of 
the University rotunda, where the town 
was surrendered by the Mayor, and protec- 
tion to private property guaranteed by the 
Yankees to the citizens and to the authori- 
ties of the University. At first five horse- 
men with drawn pistols rode up to the flag 
nl' truce, and then immediately galloped to 
town, then followed six others, and then 
General Custar, surrounded by a dozen or 
twenty men, bearing Confederate flags cap- 
tured from the defeated and routed troops 
nf General Early; then followed the entire 
column through the main street to the front 
of the Baptist Female Institute. All the 
stores were closed and tlie windows of the 
•houses were generally blinded, and but for 
the rabble of negroes and mean, low bred 
white women on the streets, everything in- 
dicated a dead and buried city. Soon after 
the arrival of the invaders, guards were 
placed at every street, crossed along the 
line of march." Gen. Merritt's headquart- 
ers were established at Mrs. B. II. Shackle- 
ford's, and General Sheridan's at Mrs. 
Klizabeth Cole's; the signal corps at Mr. 
•Jo!m Cochrane's. 
An interview was held 


between the Mayor and Kev. Dr. Broaddus 
and General Custar, when the latter assur- 
ed these gentlemen that every necessary 
protection should be given to private propof- 
ry. At the close of the clay the Mayor and 
Aldermen were sent for at the headquar- 
ters of General Merritt, who were request- 
ed to procure corn and forage to supply 
the horses of the invaders, and delivered 
to them at their camps. 
Unless this was 


done, an order to. search the premises of 
the citizens would have to be made. 
The 


nivil authorities promised to make inquir- 
ies among the citizens to ascertain how 
mueh of the articles required thev had on 
hand, the General saying when he needed 
them he would send his wagons for the ar- 
ticles. Four hundred bushels ufcurn be- 
longing to our Government, were found at 
Coohranc's mill, and a few hundred bush • 
els of wheat, belonging to private persons, 
were found and taken possession of. 
At 


night the farms around Charlottcsvillo 
*ere covered with cavalry, presenting .a 
sad picture to tho eyes of our citizens. 
In town, quiet prevailed during the ni^lit, 
except the noise of passing troops as new 
detachments arrived. 
Out of tho town, 


depredations and thieving were carried on 
at all places where the occupants had fail- 
ed to procure private guards, which had 
Tieen given to all who requested it. 
On 


Saturday morning, iii the outskirts of the 
town, disorder began to prevail, stores 
broken open and robbed, private houses 
entered and searched. 
But these were 


stopped by the orders and interference ol 
officers ; and during the stay of (he army 
the discipline was rigid and severe and very 
little damage was'done, and private house's 
were free from interruption hy soldiers; and 
where private guards were given, no soldier 
. dare enter the house without a special writ- 
ten permission from general headquarters. 
The farmers, however, were not protected 
in their property and provisions : every- 
thing eatable for man and beast was con- 
sumed, and acts of atrocity and meanness 
were committed, Threats of vengeance 
were made to ladies in order to get thoir 
watches; the wretches held pistols to their 
heads to intimidate theui and compel them 
to give up their property. Those and siui- 
ilar acts were donn for ten milci- east of 
Charlotlesvillc, as far down as the enemy 
ventured 'to go. Scouting and robbing 
parties were sent out in all directions on 
Saturday and Sunday, plundering" as they 
went. The slaves were not exempt from 
plunderings. Whenever one had any gold 
or silver it was sure to be stolen by these 
pretended negro-worshippers. On Saturday 
and Sunday all the able-bodied negro men 
were pressed into the Yankee service to 
destroy the iron railroad bridges, and on 
Sunday evening the wood trestlework ol 
these bridges was burned, and they are 
now a heap of ruins. The county free 
bridge was burnt on Monday morning, 
Monticello would have been bnrncd had 
not the wife of the present occupant been 
sick. The vandals threatened to destroy 
it on their next visit. A raiding party 
that went down to within two miles of the 
Hoi. W. C. Uives' threatened to burn his 
home also. 


Grain, forage, provisions and horses 


were taken ofi' the farms, in some instan- 
ces leaving not a particle to feed the cattle 
with; yet generally the hogs, cows, oxen, 
sheep aud fowls were not disturbed. Ir 
some few instances a hog or a beef or a 
sheep was killed, but none were wantonly 
destroyed. 


On Friday night the-factory of Mr. Mar- 


nhant was destroyed. 
On Monday that o: 


Mr. Flannagau was also destroyed, and al 
the factories within their reach shared i 
similar fate. 


On Sunday evening some of the*Yankei 


• army determined to puljish a paper, am 


went to the Chronicle office to etTcut their 
design; but portions of the press had beei 
removed with the type, and they were tin 
able to do so. They then look'possessior 
of the Jefl'trsoiiian office, and commence! 
operations, and after progressing for a 
while, suddenly quit, saying they migh 
resume their object next day; but orders 
had been issued to move off by six o'clock 
next day, and no further opcratiouo for 
the issue of their paper were resumed 
In«loscd I send a copy of such article? as 
were left in typo by the Yankees, No 
damage was done to the type or fixtures ot 
either printing offices in the place. 


On Monday moruinjr, soon after li"ht 


the drums were beard, and the troops were 
seen marching down the main street, evac- 
uating tbo town. Large numbers of ne- 
groes mounted on stolen horses wore n?oi 
going off with the Yankees; women \vitl 
little children in their arms eccnicd to be 
as eager to be oft' as the men. 


While the Yankee army was in Char- 


. iottsvillc they circulated repo :tfi that Ly m-.li 
burg was captured, Richmond Evacuated 
ic.: but none but weak-headed and weak 
kneed -persons jr.ive rredcncc tu Mich "to 
rice. lltey said there were fifteen thou 
sand cavalry with them : but five thousand 
will cover all thoy had.
